The  Chattanooga  Order  MINB'IUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cirt.  at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3- 5*5^  butterfat  are:  Base  Milk  - $6.25  and  Excess  Milk  - $4.96.  The  producer 

butterfat  differential  is  8.0  cents  for  each  one -tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3.5*^  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess,  price  increase  of  5 cents  and  I3  cents  respect- 
ively above  April  1971- 

In  April  1972,  52.6^  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $7.12  per  cwt.  and  47.4*5^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4,96  per  cvrfc.  The  April  butter- 
fat differential  for  Class  I was  8.1  cents  and  Class  II  was  7.8  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  dm-ing  April  1972  was  38,634,315  pounds  which  is  an  in-- 
crease  of  55,46l  pounds  or  0.1%  compared  with  April  1971.  Deliveries  of  producer  Base 
milk  exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  l4,105,04l  pounds  or  percentagewise 
only  59*0^  of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  April  daily  average  deliveries  from 
749  producers  was  1,719  poimds.  This  compares  to  854  farms  delivering  a daily  average 
of  1,506  povmds  per  day  during  April  1971
